He said 
Turner had been discharged some 
time before from his farm for 
making illicit whiskey and, anger- 
ed, Turner had threatened to kill 
him. 

A Presbyterian minister, W. G. 
Harry, told the Board Wallace was 
orphaned at the age of eight and 
went to live with an uncle, John 
Strickland. He said the uncle was 
a “man of iron will” who taught 
young Wallace to make illegal liq- 
uor. Wallace served two terms 
for making whiskey, but reformed 
after his second conviction in 
1933, he added. 

An affidavit signed by Sheriff 
L. R. O’Neal, of Crawford County, 
said he had “never known any- 
thing good about William Turner. 
He had been in trouble all his life, 
even with his own family.” 

Meyer Goldberg, attorney for 
the Turner family, said he didn’t 
think capital punishment should 
be “reserved ag he poor whites 
and Negroes.” allace’s friends 
and money shouldn’t make his 
case different, Goldberg con- 
tended.

It is solid ex- 
cept for pin size air holes. 

Porter’s theory is that snoring 
is caused by a strong draft of 
air pouring into the throat 
through open-mouthed sleepers. 


This, he asserted, sets loose 
parts like the lips, uvula, soft 
palate, cheeks, and tonsil pillars 
to vibrating like an elderly 
street car with resultant sound 
effects. 

His device, Porter reasoned 
shuts off the draft and forces 
the snorer to breath through 
the nose. He said it has been 
tried successfully on 100 test 
cases. It brought a hush, Porter 
said, on all types from the 
whining whistle, through the 
redundant snort, to the truly 
deadly lip flutter blast.

Of all the stories to appear on the Danny 
Gardella controversy over baseball’s 


reserve clause, the clearest summary we have seen was written by 
Red Smith for the March issue of Sports Illustrated. . 


The article summarizes the points both in favor and 


against Gardella, the former New York Giant outfielder. 


In his behalf, it says that 


baseball today has become a 


big business, ‘involving television and nationally-sponsored 
radio broadcasts. Therefore, it is interstate commerce and 
should be subject to antitrust laws. 


The article further brings out 


that a baseball player who holds 


out for a salary increase is threatened with indefinite suspension, 


sale to the minors, barred from 


training camps, cut off without 


visible means of support, and bludgeoned into submission with the 


reserve clause as the weapon. 


But, on the other side, Smith says that while baseball 

is large, it is still a sport and not a business and that ball- 

players lead enviable lives and get fairly decent treatment. 
Without the reserve clause, he says, the wealthiest clubs could 
hog all the best players and eliminate competition, thus destroying 
the game and deprive thousands of young men of their security, 


rights and opportunities. 


Should Be Tried 


Since Gardella brought about his suit 
against baseball, there have been various 


hints that the case will never be brought to court, the inference 
being that the Giants will make a financial settlement. 
This may be true, but I can’t see how such a settlement: 


would solve anything. 


It may have been possible if Gar- 


della had been paid off quietly before the squabble re- 


ceived such national notice. 


But now, since the cat is out of the bag, to settle out of court 
with Gardella would only serve as notice for a lot of other ball- 
players to try and pick up a little easy dough by the same methods. 

Therefore, it seems to me, the only thing for baseball to do 
is take the case to the highest court and settle it, once and 


for all, one way or the other. 


And since it is possible that 


the court will rule in favor of 


Gardella, one can’t help but wonder what the reaction of Mickey 
Owen and the others who jumped to the Mexican League with 
Danny will be. Presently, they are siding with baseball in hopes 
of being reinstated, but if Gardella wins his case, he will indi- 
rectly be doing them a great favor, since their current suspensions 


will then be illegal. 


It’s interesting, to say the least.

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"The God of Nations’ 


“And the Lord said unto Abraham... 
Lift up thine eyes ... arise and walk 
through the land in the length of it and 
the breadth of it, for I will give it unto 
thee ... and 1 will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and make 
thy name great... .” 


* Yesterday in Rhodes, a nation which 
fell in 722 B. C., signed a treaty with its 
ancient foe, Egypt, and moved forward 
from the doubts and uncertainties of 
world politics and United Nations regu- 
lations, to take on full stature as a mod- 
ern, democratic power—Israel. 


Out of the mists of olden days, when 
the last of nine dynasties fell, events 
rolled on like a great machine of destruc- 
tion to fulfill the prophecies and bring the © 
people of Israel t Babylon and, finally, 
drove cruelly on down the harsh, bloody 
road to the Roman legions and the crosses 
on the hills about Jerusalem. Like a for- 
est they were and the stench of their dead 
spread over the smoking land. Israel was 
destroyed. Now her people were savaged 
and scattered among the nations. 


The Romans went, and the nomadic 
tribes roamed the land. The Moslems 
came and the Turks ruled 300 years. Gen. 
Allenby came, with his British Tommies 
and the Scottish pipers making their bag- 
pipes wail in the rocks that had known 
the feet of the prophets and of Him called 
the Messiah. The force called Zionism 
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began to rise. Its road, too, was hard and 
bitter. 

Now the young nation has conquered. 
The stupid jealousies that divided the 
armies of Egypt, of Transjordan, of Iraq 
and of Saudi Arabia allowed the small, 
battle-toughened army and airforce of 
Israel to conquer armies much larger than 
they. 

The effect of it, economically and so- 
cially, will be tremendous. The feudal 
thrones of the Arab world are trembling. 
The masses of hungry, wretched persons 
are in ferment. 

It is one of the great stories of our 
time. 

An American, and a Negro, was the 
United Nations representative who scored 
a significant personal triumph in effect- 
ing the treaty bringing peace to the Holy 
Land. Detroit born, educated at Harvard, 
California, London and Capetown, Dr. 
Ralph Johnson Bunche has had a remark- 
able career of service in the educational] 
and diplomatic worlds. His efforts in the 
Palestine negotiations were enormously 
complicated by religion, Russia and the 
ancient prejudices of peoples and a land 
so long exploited and depressed. His suc- 
cess will add much to the prestige of his 
native country and to the United Nations. 

We hail this success of the new nation 
with delight. We predict it will become 
a power for good and for human rights in 
a region where few human rights exist. 


A Goat Is Not is Teower 


We note with interest that the State 
Real Estate Commission has summoned 
some real estate dealers, white and col- 


ored, for a hearing Saturday. There 
is a report an attempt will-be made to 
revoke licenses and provide a “goat” in 
the housing tensions brought on by sale 
of houses by white persons to Negroes in 
communities which for a generation have 
seen what every Southern city has seen— 
Negroes moving into housing vacated by 
white persons. 


We have been deeply concerned with 
the problem and have earnestly sought to 
learn something about it. We believe 
we have. 


We therefore respectfully urge of the 
Governor and the Commission that these 
agents be not punished. They are not 
guilty. The situation of not enough hous- 
ing is the only guilty thing. There is an 
opportunity for the State to do a positive 
and constructive deed. Take these real 
estate men and make of them a committee 


‘to keep an eye on the problem and to an- 


ticipate and work out agreements. A 
“goat” will not be of any help. 

Secondly, we urge upon the Atlanta 
Real Estate Board officials that they pre- 
sent such a request to the Commission. 
What we desperately need is a working 
solution, not a few “goats”—and not bad 
national publicity. 


A Commendation Is in Order 


We think Sol. Gen. Paul Webb and the 
special committee from the Atlanta Bar 
Association are due commendation for 
their energy in behalf of the integrity of 
the courts and court officials. 

Two Atlanta lawyers, James R. Ven- 
able and Hubert C. Morgan, are under 
indictment on a charge of attempted brib- 
ery and have been ordered to show cause 
why they should not be cited in contempt 
of court. The charge followed a mutual 
investigation by the Solicitor General and 
a committee of three appointed by the 
Bar Association President. They are Allen 
Lockerman, Hamilton Lokey and William 
G. Grant. 

Mr. Venable and Mr. Morgan have re- 


plied that the charge is based on politics, 
claiming it was brought because Mr. Ven- 
able refused to aid Sol. Webb in his cam- 
paign for election. 

We join with both Mr. Venable and 
Mr. Webb in asking the public to with- 
hold judgment until the case is tried. 

The charge is serious, to the accused 
and to the courts..In keeping with its 
nature, Mr. Webb and the committee ap- 
pear to have gone to considerable lengths 
to attempt to insure an adequate investi- 
gation before indictments were asked and 
the case made public. This manner of 
handling is extremely gratifying and those 
responsible are due the thanks of the 
‘community. 


Our Failures Are--- 


We were talking about economics. 
“The time has passed,” said the economist, 
“when all a fellow had to know about business 
was how to open the doors and jump out of the way of the cus- 
tomers rushing: in.the store. A lot of the business ‘failures’ of today 
are in that field.” 


_I think maybe he is right. A lot of war babies will fold up 
with an effect eventually healthy. But I can’t get it out of my 
skull that any country spending $15,000,000,000 on a cold war is 
safe from economic breakdowns—as long as the spending goes on. 
But, it’s difficult to figure. 

Now and then I think maybe the writers of editorials and com- 
ménts who sit in their offices and pull what they write out of their 
heads, and books, are the lucky ones. 

By so doing it is possible to fit all the pieces of the puzzle at 
hand into place. Of course, it may turn out the pieces will all 
fall apart, but it still is comfortable. 


If you get out and visit farmers and argue with labor people 
and see what increased costs are doing to business, you have a 
much more difficult time putting your puzzle together. And, when 
you have done so, it still may fall apart just as quickly and as com- 
pletely as the one put together by the fellow in the ivory tower. 


While economists have been rather wrong for about two years, 
I can never get out of my head the fact they have some guide 
posts which are made of very solid stuff. 


Prophets This is a bad time for prophets, however. The public, 

perhaps properly, is suspicious. Is the economic ex- 
pert we see quoted any better than the political experts who picked 
Dewey to beat Truman? I think he is for the reason that the 
economic guide posts are more substantial than ‘those of the po- 
litical seers. But, I also know our economy has changed a lot in 
20 years and that we are operating with a lot of new factors which 
may be termites in the old, reliable guide posts. What have farm 
contro] price supports done to accepted theorles and what about 
unemployment insurance, old-age pensions and other factors which 
take a partial cut out of unemployment’s reduction of purchas- 
ing power? 


Cushions? These are called cushions. Presumably they are to 

*" make any fall by the humpty-dumpty of our econ- 
omy less dangerous. He will not break into pieces which cannot 
be put back together again, but at worst will merely crack severely 
here and there, with possibility of repair and recovery. 

Most of the economists I see quoted believe there will be a re- 
cession, not a depression. A substantial minority insists that while 
there is spotty recession, such as in textiles, for example, the 
major portion of the economy is inflationary and still going up. 
They argue, that while food prices are down a bit because of the 
break in farm prices, these are offset by the continued climb in 
non-agricultural items. What we have, curiously enough, is a 


sharp divergence of trends. 
No 1929 It seems obvious even to an amateur in economics, 
and to one who genuinely respects the professional 

in the field, there can be no recurrence of 1929. It also is patent 
there had better not be, if we wish to keep the sort of system 
we have. 

In addition to the cushions, there are other factors which make 
impossible any such collapse as followed the break in 1929. 


The Marshall Plan and the prospective Atlantic Pact, which in- 
volves providing arms for members of that bid for Western sta- 
bility, and, in extremity, huge public works all make for employ- 
ment and buying power. They keep the economy needled up—arti- 
ficially maybe. But it may last a generation. 


: But, there persists an uneasy feeling. If agricul- 
Confusion ture and industry cut production because costs are 
too high; if wages continue up—then there not only will be less 
to buy, but less will be bought. 

What we need is not more public spending, but more private 
buying. Is the farmer willing to take less; the worker agreeable to 
taking a pay cut and has industry the wish to reduce prices in 
order to bring about an increase in public buying? 

No expert is required to see that if lower living costs take the 
pressure off for more wage increases, prices would come down and 
the consumer demand—which does exist in great plenty—would 
take up the slack and make unnecessary any public works pro- 
gram.

There is need for overhaul. If we cannot sell our farm products, 
cotton, tobacco, and so on, in the export market then the most un- 
expert can see that government purchases would soon pile up 
surpluses which would get out of hand. How far can we go in 
holding up the markets and how can we bring about a workable 
relationship between farm prices, industrial prices and wage costs? 


As the only free enterprise nation left it is quite an assignment. 
And failure would be expensive.

Georgia's George---Real Majority Leader 


WASHINGTON—Georgians generally will be interested in a new outside appraisal that is being 
made of the position occupied in the Upper Chamber by Sen. Walter F. George, in view of the change 
in the Democratic leadership necessitated by the.elevation to the Vice Presidency of former Sen. 


Alben W. Barkley, of Kentucky. 

The Kentuckian had held the post of Demo- 
cratic leader of the Senate for one of the long- 
est periods in history. He served as majority 
leader from 1937 until January, 1947, when he 
was elected minority leader after the Republicans 


took over control of the Eightieth Congress. Upon 
his taking the oath as Vice President last month, 
Democrats elected Sen. Scott Lucas, of Illinois, 
as the new majority leader. 

But Sen. Lucas, while an exceptionally able 
man who is well respected by his colleagues, is 
majority leader in name only, it would appear. 
Sen. George, according to this fresh appraisa] be- 
ing made of the situation, is becoming the real 
majority leader in most matters of major policy. 


Here is how the United States News and 
World Report, nationally known business 
publication, sizes up the Georgia Senator’s 
status in its current issue: “Sen. Walter F. 
George, of Georgia, is becoming the real ma- 
jority leader of the Senate, not only on tax 
policy but on spending policy, foreign policy 
and some other major policies as well. The 
Georgia Senator inclines to a conservative 
viewpoint on most issues of policy.” — 


The statement reflects the attitude of many 
competent observers in Washington. Not all 
Georgians may be aware of it, but the State’s 
senior Senator has long been regarded as one 
of the most influential] figures in Congress. His 
position is enhanced by holding the chairman- 
ship of the most powerful committee of the Sen- 
ate, the Committee on Finance. This is the 
committee which has jurisdiction over all tariff 
and tax legislation, together with many other 
questions bearing on Government fiscal] policy. 

In addition, he is a former chairman and 
the ranking majority member of another top- 
ranking committee, the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. He gave up the latter chairmanship to 
become head of Finance when the option was 
presented him back during the war period. 


Moreover, with more than 25 years’ service 
in the Senate, he is looked upon as one of the 
abler elder statesmen of the party. Now 71, his 
mind is as clear as a bell and he is still able 
to hold his own with the best orators of the 
chamber in debate. 


During the long period in which he served as 
Democratic leader, Sen. Barkley continually 
sought the Georgia Senator’s advice about mat- 
ters of legislative policy. There was a warm 
friendship between them, even -though they did 
not always see eye to eye on major issues. It 
was natural that Sen. George should fall heir 
to a considerable part of the party leadership 
yielded by the Kentuckian when he moved on to 
the Vice Presidency. 


To say that Sen. George is becoming the real 
majority leader in many matters of party policy 
is not to suggest that there is any rivalry or 
friction between him and Sen. Lucas, the new 
holder of the office. It is merely a matter of the 
Illinois Senator deferring to the judgment pf the 
Georgian in certain fields of activity in acknowl- 
edgment of his closer grasp of the situation. 


Thus it is that Sen. George wil] undoubt 
edly write the tax policy of the present Con- 
gress and will largely determine what the 
Government spending program is to be. He 
will also exercise perhaps the most domi- 
nant voice in determining our foreign aid 
Program and other matters pertaining to for- 
eign policy. 


Georgians have a right to be proud of the 
position of influence attained by the State’s 
senior representative in the Upper House of 
Congress. No man the State has sent to the 
Senate in a half century or more commands a 
greater respect and general esteem than he holds. 
Whenever he makes a statement on some major 
policy of the day it is usually the subject of 
editorial comment in most of the leading pub- 
lications of the country. That is evidence enough 
of how the country as a whole regards him.

In simpler language, this means if you’re going to sell anything 
do it on the way in. It’s too late when the customer is leaving. 


To be sure there is a constant din. It is customary to hire 
musicians who never stop playing and singing so the noise usually 
resembles what you would expect if the full Marine Corps Band 
were playing “From the Halls of Montezuma to the Shores of 
Tripoli” in a telephone booth, and giving the tune the full treat- 
ment. Do ‘you remember anything you ever heard at-one of these 
festive gatherings, or have you ever heard anything? The acoustics 
generally prevent understanding or grasping what your neighbor 
says, or paying any attention to it. Here’s an example:

Man, in short, has not conquered the 
Amazon valley as he did the Hudson and the 
Mississippi. And Belem, with its once ap- 
parently well-founded aspirations of becom- 
ing a great metropolis controlling the world’s 
most gigantic river system, today remains 
little more than it was 200 years ago, a 
trading post at the jungle’s edge. 


It is a picturesque place, with its ancient 
cathedral and archbishop’s palace, its Roman- 
esque Palacio do Governo (state capitol), and 
sidewalk cafes. The streets, paved with cobble- 
stones which came over as ballast in sailing 
ships, are lined on both sides with mango trees, 
whose fruit is manna for beggars. And its mu- 
nicipal market, about which hundreds of vul- 
tures walk possessively, is something which must 
be seen to be believed. 

It is from the lack of refrigeration facilities 
at this market, incidentally, that there has 
evolved a system of bargaining completely unique 
so far as I know. Beef is slain in the sur- 
rounding countryside in the late afternoon and 
hauled to the market place in open lorries during 
the night. It goes on sale early in the morn- 


ing, representatives of the hotels and cafes and 
servants from well-to-do families arriving well 
before day. By order of local sanitation au- 
thorities, no meat may be sold after 9 a. m., 
which means the stock on hand at that hour 
represents a total loss to the stall operator. This 
explains why the shrewd housewife waits until 
approximately 8:55 to select her daily entree. 

But despite its lack of refrigeration facili- 
ties, Belem boasts one of the finest zoos on the 
continent and a Grande Hotel which almost lives 
up to its name again. The former contains per- 
haps the most complete collection of tropical fish 
anywhere and the latter the only air-conditioned 
bar on the equator. The Grande was almost 
completely rebuilt last year by Pan American 
Airways, who have made Belem the principal 
port of entry for South America with their dozen 
flights daily to and from New Orleans, Miami 
and Houston. 

The Grande’s refurbished lobby would do 
credit to Park Avenue, but half a block up the 
street, asleep on the cool cobblestones, a scrawny 
sow nurses a litter of pigs and, a little further 
on, a farmer with a quart pitcher leads a pe 
culiar-looking half-Brahma cow, peddling milk 
from door-to-door.

Its Too Late to Break the Habit 


Tom Dewey certainly was on solid ground when he dared any old-fashioned Republican “to go 
- out and try to get elected in any typical community” on a platform rejecting social security gen- 


erally, and “vigorous protection of the rights of labor.” 
*. massacred. But he would go down a Republican. 


Gov. Dewey often has said that the most im- 
portant thing in politics is to get elected. But 
when he puts himself up for President of the 
United States a man ought to run under his 
true colors, and we now learn by his own ad- 
mission that Tom Dewey isn’t a Republican at all. 


When he challenged any real Republican to 
try to get elected in any “typical American com- 
munity” on a platform excluding all the Euro- 
pean Socialistic and Nazi-Fascist enticements to 
the and weakness of any people, he really 
said the typical Americans had no intelligent in- 
terest the kind of government guaranteed 
them by their Constitution. I think he is right, 
- but I am not going to say it is a good thing for 
the United States. 


Unemployment insurance violates the 
spirit of that Constitution. There is noth- 
ing in the text that could possibly be con- 
strued to mean that the authors intended 
that a man out of work, for any reason, 
should be paid money out of the public 
treasury even by a fictitious “insurance” 
fund. Such a fund cannot be profitably 
“invested” in competition with private capi- 
tal. Im dead storage it is a liability. So it 
is spent for going expenses and is a minus 
quantity. The Constitution had no intention 
to let the ne’er-do-wells rest on the dole 
when they were “out of work.” Under that 
system, a farmer would have drawn a dole 
for the months when he had nothing to do 
but yawn and put sticks in the fire. The 
trapper would have been on the dole most 
of the year. 


The founding fathers knew human nature and 
they knew, as we soon learned when we tried 
unemployment insurance, that the steadiest clients 
would be the shiftless people, the loafers and 
whiners. In the experiments which we have 
tried, these apprehensions were quickly verified. 


Certainly any true Republi whe pro- 
posed the abolition of such lures would be. 
licked. But this nation was founded to be 
a republic, not a democracy. Under a Re- 
publican system you frankly assume that the 
people have not sense enough to resist the 
temptation of ruinous counsel and you do 
not let them vote on propositions which may 
be paraphrased as: “Do you want $1,000 free 
out of the public treasury? Yes——. N 


o~_—— bP 
Under the Republican system you only let 
them vote for public offici including legis- 
lators, who are presumed to be more intelligent 
and honest than the average run of voters. And 


The old-fashioned Republican would be 


you leave it to them to decide what to do with 
public money and how to raise it, trusting them 
to stay inside the Constitution in all their de- 
cisions. 


I think it is too late now to break the Amer- 
ican people abruptly of the habit of looking to 
the Government for everything. Mr. Dewey has 
got the best of me there. But he isn’t a Repub- 
lican. He is a New Dealer, a Socialist, like 
Roosevelt and his party. A Republican wouldn’t 
indorse these European follies and ask for more. 


Under the unemployment dole, the unions, 
controlling 15,000,000 of our best jobs, have the 
power, enacted into Federal law, to call out all 
those ten or fifteen million people on strike and 
tap the various treasuries for the dole for the 
whole army of them. 


Those strikes come under the heading of “vig- 
orous protection of the rights of labor,” which 
Mr. Dewey would write into the credo of his 
imitation New Deal. In 1944 he gave the Wagner 
Act his unqualified indorsement. And only by 
the powers conferred through that Act were 
Reuther and Murray enabled to pull those strikes. 


All those things which Dewey lumps un- 
der the title of “social security generally” 
call for check-off detentions of money which 
individual American citizens have earned. 
Some of them nowadays never see large por- 
tions of their wages which are stopped be- 
fore the money gets to the pay window and 
sluiced into various funds, social security, 
unemployment insurance, union dues, fees 
and assessments, withholding tax. 


Our people never gave their Government the 
right to check off any percentage of their earn- 
ings. Congress and the Legislatures just did it. 
That money belongs to them, absolutely, as 
earned. Except in case of garnishee on judg- 
ment, no part of it may be legally snatched. But 
the New Deal saw the unions getting away with 
it, so Roosevelt tried it with a small grab for 
social security and he got away with that. Now 
the unions are proposing that the Government 
raise jts grab to eight or 10 percent for medical 
service, old age pensions, and all those things 
which Mr. Dewey calls “social security gen- 
erally.” 

Why not take it all and let “the Govern- 
ment” provide the quarters, the rations and 
standardized clothing, the standardized education 
and the consolations of a state religion and re- 
lieve the “typical American” of all the petty re- 
sponsibilities and liberties of life in the total 
security state? If the legislative branch can 
decide how a man must gpend the first 10 per- 
cent of his wages, why not 100 percent?

agreed upon committee substitute. 

Although: both wholesalers and 
retailers are affected by the bill, 
it appears aimed primarily at re- 
tailers.

In the absence of proof of a 
lesser or higher cost of doing busi- 
ness, the bill reads, “The cost of 
doing business by the retailer shall 
be presumed to be eight percent- 

um of the basic cost of cigarettes 
to the said retailer.” 

The bill defines the “cost to 
the’ wholesaler” in a like manner, 
and says that in the absence of 
proof, the wholesaler’s cost of do- 
ing business shall be deemed to 
be “one and one-half percentum of 
the basic cost of the cigarettes to 
the wholesaler.” 


Violation of the law would con- 
stitute a misdemeanor and be pun- 
ishable by fines up to $1,000; im- 
prisonment up to six months, and 
a term on the public works up to 
12 months. 


Combination sales of items in- 
cluding cigarettes below cost 
prices are forbidden by the bill, 
and evidence of advertisement by 
a wholesaler or retailer offering 
to sell cigarettes at below cost, 
would be considered “prima facie 
evidence of intent to injure com- 
petitors and destroy or. substan- 
tially lessen competition.” 

Exceptions to the law would 
include bona fide clearance sales, 
court order sales or sales of im- 
perfect or damaged cigarettes.

Newfoundland Adds Zest to Hop

NEWFOUNDLAND—(Via Air Mail)—It is just dusk. The silver Constellation 


Comet, streaking 


from New York to Paris, has left the sea, and is flying over the scarred, barren face of the earth 
again. Below, streams and ponds turn silver, the earth black, and hills cut rugged contours into the 


| sprawling vastness below. Evening light blurs the shadows 
of twilight’ fog and mist, and mixes them coldly with the 
little skirling of hard snow on the frozen surface. 


We are at Newfoundland: It is to some the last outpost 
of civilization this side of the North Pole, the mecca of Eskimos 
living from the blubber of whales and a place where a four- 
engined plane is likely to come down and frighten a brace of husky 
dogs tied to a dog sled at the stump of a tree. 

At least half the visitors on this Air France flight to its 
sophisticated destination expressed surprise that the airfield at 
Gander was ribbed with electric lights, that inside the airport 
there was a great round table with canapes and hot tea and fruit 
juices served by girls as poised as the ones they left behind them 
in America, and there was a bar where men sat idly playing gin 


rummy. 


No Eskimos Here 


There are, of course, no Eskimos here. But everybody asks 
for them and the natives have come to expect it and have a few 
pieces of handwork, hand-knitted baby sacques, knives carved 
from. whalebone, a hooked rug with a bird design, claimed as 
Eskimo crafts. They shrug off questions about the dog teams. 

“Yes?” they echo, politely. “Oh, yes, that is in Labrador. ‘That 
is north of here.” They gesticulate freely as if there were thou- 
sands of miles more-to the north, every one colder and more 
elemental. 

In just a few days, there will be a profound change in New- 
foundland. It will become Canada’s newest province and there 
are many who question the wisdom of the union. It apparently 
is very similar to our problem of annexation. It is simply a matter 
of perspective. 

The descent here in Midwinter is necessary, of course, to this 
airline that roars out of New York with cargoes of people and 
dollars headed for the welcoming Continent, but even if it were 
not, it would be a good idea to make the visit. ; 

It adds a great zip and astringence to a transocean flight that 
alreadys seems to have become easy and commonplace for the 
unbelieving souls who like their miracles served up with ex- 
clamation points and a little reverence. 

Because it is certainly a miracle. 

From the moment you step onto the vast acreage of land that 
is the International Airport at New York and see the Armgrin 
Vikings and Peruvian Airway planes and all the other foreign- 


bound ships jockeying for position, you have a feeling that all 
time and space have been conquered. 


Then the passengers come aboard. The women are covered with 
mink coats and banners of orchids, carrying stuffed brief cases, 
and the men, carrying stuffed brief cases straight from the salons 
of success, are confident in their fine tailored coats and black, 
brushed hats. They are the worldly ones who can take the defer- 
ence of French courtesy in stride and answer the courtliest “Bon 
Jour, Madame” with a smile of nonchalance as if courtesy were 
something handed out to them each day along with dividend checks. 


Chance to ‘Sell’ France 


The French, who have used their airline as an advance agent, 
grabbing a chance to sell France all across the water, do not miss 
an opportunity for their expansive propaganda. 

The entire crew speaks voluble French, and as they greet 
travelers in those quick phrases of unintelligible words, it is as 
if each entrant had caused a real stir in their hearts. You have 


no idea what they have said, but you know it has at least one.

An ex- 
ception may be noted in cases 
where the possible loss is apt 
to be out of all proportion to 
the gain. 

You find yourself, for ex- 
ample, in a contract of 3 No 
Trump, redoubled and vulner- 
able. You can run off with 
eight tricks and resign yourself 
to a loss of 400 points. But the 
contract can be fulfilled if a 
finesse succeeds. If it should 
fail, however, you will be down 
four for a loss of 2,200 points. 
Should you risk the finesse? 
Unless you Rave good reason to 
believe it will work, it is an un- 
sound gamble, because you stand 
to lose considerably more than 
you stand to gain. But where a

contract has not been doubled 
every effort should be made to 
bring it home, even at risk of a 
slightly greater loss. 

The bidding of today’s hand 
is given as it actually occurred, 
though there are some features 
of it with which we are not in 
full agreement. North’s two 
Club response to the Heart bid 
is not acceptable. The hand is 
hardly worth two constructive 
bids, and the recommended pro- 
cedure is therefore an immedi- 
ate single raise to 2 Hearts. If 
opener bids again game should 
be contracted for. If partner 
fails to take further action it is 
unlikely that a game will be 
missed. The test of whether or 
not a hand is worth two bids is 
to be found in measuring the 
Playing tricks. If there are more 
than four, bid twice. If there 
are four or TIless' responder 
should content himself with a 
single raise. 

Expressed in terms of point 
count the single raise is de- 
signed to take gare of those 
hands that are average (10 
points) or less. Four playing 
tricks correspond roughly with 
10 points. Even taking into con- 
sideration the value of the dou- 
bleton Spade, the North hand 
is not above average and the 
Single raise is indicated. 

Against the 4 Heart contract 
the Queen of Diamonds was 
opened, and taken with the 
King. Declarer immediately led 
a trump, and with it threw 
away the hand. The Diamond 
Ace was driven out and the de- 
fense took one trick in each 
suit. Declarer had pinned all his 
hopes on finding West with spe- 
cifically the King and one other 
Club, a remote holding. His best 
chance to make the hand was 
to find East with the Jack of 
Spades, a 50-50 chance. After 
winning the first trick, a Spade 
should be led to the King. The 
Ace will win and a Diamond 
will come back. This is won 
and dummy should be erftered 
with the Ace of Clubs. It is good 
strategy to abandon the finesse 
because even if it wins it is 
almost certain that a Club. trick 
will have to be lost anyway. 
The 7 of Spades is led and the 
10 finessed. When this holds the 
trick dummy can shed one of 
its losing Diamonds on the 
Queen of Spades. It is true if 
it loses declarer will go down 
one more trick, but 50 points is 
a moderate price to pay for an 
increased chance of making 
game.

Well, there is the time of year when the sap begins to rise in 


the human carcass and hope begins to pop up in the breast. 


To 


the pasture farmer, it is time to start putting out his nitrate of 


soda on. pastures. 

There is something fascinat- 
ing about nitrogenizing the pas- 
tures. The response is so im- 
mediate, it gives one a great 
lift. Put the soda on the pas- 
ture today, and within 10 days 
or two weeks the difference is 


noticeable. Within a month 
there is a great change for the 
better. One has the fun of an- 
ticipation and realization. 

It was believed, formerly, and 
to some extent today, that pas- 
tures are pretty much the same. 
“Grass is grass,’ as the expres- 
sion goes. But grass is NOT 
grass. One grass will contain 
6 percent protein, today, and the 
same grass tomorrow may con- 
tain 13 percent protein because 
someone applied nitrogen to it. 
So with the quantity or yield 
of hay from grass. 

In one instance, the produc- 
tion was increased from 1.5 tons 
to 6.9 tons of hay per acre by 
the use of nitrogen. These are 
figures from the Coastal’ Plain 
Experiment Station at Tifton 
and, therefore, authentic. 


Of course, we all need to 
make use of legumes and ma- 
nure in our pastures so as to 
increase the nitrogen as much 


as possible through natural 
means. But there are occasions 
when even these legumes do not 
meet the need for incressed 
amounts of grass and the pr ein 
content in the grass. 


It is then that nitrogen from 
the sack comes in mighty handy. 
And with seed crops in grasses 
and small grains, there is little 
use trying to produce them with- 
out commercial nitrogen. 

- There is a tremendous differ- 
ence between rapid-growing min- 
eral-rich pastures and ordinary 


fields of grass or grass which |

phosphate, potash, calcium, ni- | 


trogen and some of the minor 
elements.
